No. 1/80 /59-Ad.IL- The Government of India have had 
unilri consideration the question of integrating the Indian 
Customs Service, Class 1, and the Central Excise Seivicc, 
Class I. which now' hum two wings of the Indian Revenue 
.Service. w'ifh a view to improving the efficiency of the ad 
ministration as also in Hie larger public interest. The Presi- 
dent has now been pleased to decide that the Iwo services 
should he constituted into a single service with effect from 
15th August, 1959. The service so constituted will be desig- 
nated as the Indian Customs and Central Fxcise Seivicc.
